Two Medical Conferences for infants and pre-school childreds i 
were held in April and 33 children were examined by Dr. Fuller.. 
Eleven children received vaccinations against smallpox, and 26. 
received protective immunization against diphtheria, whooping’ 
cough and tetanus. 


The number of children with defective teeth would certainly 
point out the need of a dental program in Huntington. Some of the 
children are receiving vitamin A and D capsules. All children need 
these vitamins in addition to their diet. 


Some type of hot lunch program would be beneficial to the 
school children especially to those who have to leave home so early 
in the morning, to ride on the bus. 


Eight children in grade two received the Salk Vaccine at the 
Polio Field Trial in Richmond, and three children gave blood 
samples. 


Only by good leadership and peta in the entire commu- | 
nity can there be a good health program. The people who have s 
been of assistance in promoting better health are to be commended.
